Agah^in \vos bora in Ft,ris and came 


to this country in 1883. Ho had a simi- 
lar experience to his late one v/uen work- 
ing in a mine near U-eorgetown, Colo, 
tie was cangbt in a drift by a fall of 
rochr that kept him a prisoner six days 
before he was released. Then he had 
plenty of water, as there was a spring 
at the end of the drift where he was, and 
was not cramped as he was this time, 
having plenty of room to move about. 


He had no idea of the passage of time 


during his incarceration. 
When he 


formd himself imprisoned, with no pos- 
sible chance of escape except with the 
aid of others, he shouted several times, 
but getting no answer he concluded to 
keep quiet till he heard something. 
At 


intervals he could hear the rumble of 
cars passing on the level overhead. He 
made no call for assistance again until 
he heaid tho sound of his deliverers at 
work, when he called out, and to his 
great relief was answered. He has had 
an experience snch as not one man in a 
million has survived,, and from coming 
through two such trials successfully 
may bo haul to bear a charmed life.— 
Helena Journal. 


Suicide Prevented by a Dog, 


A noble shepherd dog, the property of 


Joseph Laugin, has performed a remark- 
able teat that entitles it to wear a medal 
for bravery. The brave animal plunged 
from the toot of Soulard street into the

Long Distance Telephone Lines. 


The long distance telephone system 


tins already attained large proportions 
m this country. Beginning two or three 
> ears ago, in an experimental way, 
through New England and New York 
htate, lines were next run across New 
.Jersey to Philadelphia and thence on- 
waid to Baltimore and Washington. 
Until recently the line between''this city 
ami Buffalo was the longest iu the worl<l 
iihed commercially, being about 450 
miles and giving excellent service. Bs- 
tweou Boston and Pittsburg, via New 
York, communication is often had over 
600 miles of circuit. A little while ago 
a trial was made between Newark and 
Boston, connecting through Philadel 
phia, Pittsburg, Erie, Buffalo and Al- 
bany, giving abont 1,000 miles.—New 
York Telegram.

This power 
of committal to prison for an indefinite 
period on such a fanciful charge as con- 
tempt of court seems to me to be a thing 
savoring of the proceedings of the court 
of the star chamber, which was abolished 
far its arbitrary acts by the breath of 
popular indignation. In my ignorance 
1 thought there was passed by the repre- 
sentatives of the people, for their protec- 
tion from arbitrary imprisonment, an act 
called the habeas corpus act, which pre- 
vented a man from being capriciously 
imprisoned for an indefinite time with- 
out fair trial if he has been guilty of any 
crime.

The boat raca between the representa- 


tive crews of Orfoid and Cambridge ia 
rowed annually on the river Thames. 
This year's race was noteworthy, not 
only on account of the breaking of tho 
record in point of speed of the contest- 
ants, but as enabling the London press 
to carry out" succssfully a remarkable 
piece of enterprise. 


The London papers containing tho re- 


sult and full details of tho race were on 
sale within four minutes after the Ox- 
ford crew had passed the winning post. 
The press boat aa it steamed up the 
Thames paid out a cable consisting of a 
eeven strand conductor, insulated with 
vulcanized rubber,with warps and braids 
of flax, which had been specially manu- 
factured for the purpose. Over this ca- 
ble the progress of the boats at inteivals 
of a few minutes along the entire course 
was transmitted to the papers and pub- 
lished all over London almost as the 
crews wore passing the points indicated. 


Immediately following the result there 


was dispatched a complete description 
of the race from start to finish, which 
was in the hands of the newspapers and 
others provided with instruments long 
before a single pressman was able to 
land his "copy" from the press boat at 
Mortlake, and also long before the 
pigeons dispatched from the scene were 
able to settle down in a homeward direc- 
tion. The instruments used were Morse 
sounders. The short description of the 
race which was finally sent contained 
over 150 words.—London News.

Jacob Marlz, about two years ago, filled 
the hole with logs, stoao and earth and 
built a l.irgo barn on fatone pillars, one 
of which stood in the center of tae 
cavity. 


"Recently gas burht up alongside tho 


pillar •with a ropoit like that of thun- 
der, a large flow of oil and water fol- 
lowed, and before a half hour passed 
around tho pillar began to sink and was 
soon out of sight. In twenty-eight hours 
a basin some thirty-five feet in diameter 
and no one can tell how deep was 
formed and was filled with water,'which 
is constantly in motion, and the earth 
for several feet around it also moves np 
and down. 
It is believed that tho well 


13 an outlet for a subterranean sea of oil, 
gas and salt water, and that it is in the 
Maxburg oil and coal fields. Thousands 
of people visited it and are afraid to 
make an investigation. The oil, when 
separated from the gas and water, is of 
firtt cla«a quality. The roar of escaping 
gas and the underground grumbling can 
be heard for miles around." 


Murt Approaching tlio Dartli. 


Tho month of August next is expected 


to bring important, if not wonderful 
and sensational, developments in the 
study of our mysterious heavenly little 
kinswoman. Aug. 5 nest Mars will ar- 
rive at a point directly opposite this 
earth, which it roaches but once in fif- 
teen years, when the distance between 
tho two planets will be reduced from 
141,000,000 to 33,000,000 miles. 
Upon 


that night a thousand telescopes will be 
leveled at the planet, which will repose 
in refulgent beatity in the southern 
skies, and a thousand ejTes will seek to 
pierce the veil of distance that conceals 
the knowledge for which science thirsts. 


Wonderful results are expected by 


reason of the marvelous improvements 
that have been made in astronomical 
instruments within fifteen years anc 
since the last most favorable observation 
was made. 
With the powerful lenses 


and the photographic appliances of to- 
da}- it will be as if the far away visitor, 
tempted by curiosity, had drawn nearer 
to the earth than ever. Although Mars 
will be 33,000,000 miles away, the pow- 
erful Lick telescope will magnify her to 
a size as if viewed at a distance of bu< 
17,500 miles.—Washington Star.

Ancient Babylonian Kccor<ln. 


Probably the oldest known specimen 


of recorded language in the world todaj 
aro the inscnptions on tho door socket 
and brick stamps found at Niffer by th 
Babylonian Exploration expedition o 
the University of Pennsylvania, whicl 
has recently returned. The brick stamps 
which ore of yellpw clay, about four b; 
five inches, and an inch in thickness 
bear the name and titles of King Sargon 
and his son Narim Sin, who lived abou 
8800 B. C., and they were taken from 
the mound which covers the sight o 
ancient Nippuru, with its famous tern 
pie of Baat. The expedition also foun 
many other objects Of interest, such a 
clay tablets containing contracts, list 
of goods, temple incomes, art fragment 
and images sold by the temple fakirs 
These throw much light on the bistor 
of the people, as opposed to that of tlj 
kings, and the work of the expedition 
carries Babylonian records back a tbou 
sand years to a time of which practical 
ly nothing has hitherto been known 
The antiquities found are now in the uni 
versity museum.—Philadelphia Ledger
